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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the metal brackets 
affixed to the bottom surface of the platform, the legs being in alignment with the metal 
brackets, and the top end of each post being affixed to the bottom surface of the 
platform by a hanger bolt connected to each of the metal brackets must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.
